By tomorrow night 
few of the 300,000 strangers that have 
thronged the city this week will be 
left, as their railroad tickets are lim- 
ited. 


The next annual Grand Army en- 


campment will be held at Denver, Col., 
provided the western railroads agree to 
give the old soldiers a uniform rate of 
one cent a mile from all points. In case 
of the' refusal of the railroad compa- 
nies to grant the "cent-a-mile" fare 
the council of administration'has the 
authority to either select another place 
for the encampment or to call a meet- 
ing exclusively for officers, who would 
disucss the advisability of abolishing 
the annual encampments. The elimin- 
ation of the parade as a feature of the 
coming encampment is almost a cer- 
tainty, and it is believed that the en- 
campments will be restricted to the 
business sessions of the supreme body.

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RUSSIA'S POLICY 


CLEARLY STATED 


Wants No Chinese Territory, and Is 


Ready to Withdraw Its Troops 


at Once. 


Washington," Sept. l-The 
depart- 


ment this morning made public the 
proposal of Russia to withdraw troops 
from Pekin and 
the answer of this 


government thereto, as follows: 


The state department has just made 


public the text of the Russian propos- 
al^ancl its own responses as follows: 


Chmese Correspondence, Aug 
28- 


29, 1900.—Purposes of Russia to China- 
Telegraphic instruction sent to the 
•representatives of the United States in 
-Berlin, Vienna, Paris, London/ Rome 


. Tokyo and St. Petersburg: 


"Department of -State, •Washington 


Aug. 29, 1900.-The Russian charge 
yesterday afternoon made to me an 
oral statement respecting Russia's pur- 
poses m China, to the. following ef- 
fect: 


"That, as already repeatedly declar- 


ed, Russia has no designs of territorial 
acquisition 
in China; that, equally 


with 
other powers 
now 
operating 


there, Russia has sought the safety of 
the legations at Pekin, and to help 
the Chinese government to repress the 


. troubles; that, incidentally to neces- 


sary defensive measures on the Russia 
border. Russia has occupied Nieuch- 
•wang (New Chwang) for military pur- ' 
poses, and, as soon as order is re-estab- 
lished, will retire troops therefrom if 
the action of other powers be no ob- 
stacle thereto; that the purpose . for 
which the various governments have 
co-operated.for relief of the legations 
in Pekin has been accomplished; that, 
taking the position that, as the Chi- 
nese government has left Pekin, there 
is no need for her representatives to 
remain. Russia has directed the Rus- 
sian minister to retire with his offici- 
al personnel from China; : that 
the 


Russian troops will likewise be with- 
drawn; and that when the government 
of China shall regain the reins of gov- 
ernment and afford an authority with 
which the other .powers can deal, and 
will express desire to enter in negotia- 
tions, the Russian government 'will 
also name its representative. 


"Holding these views and purposes, 


Russia expresses hope that the United 
States will share the same opinion. 


"To this declaration our reply has 


•been made by the following memo- 
randum: in response to the Russian 
charge's oral communication, made on 
Aug. 
as, 1900, to the'acting secretary 


of state, touching the purposes of Rus- 
eia in China: 


"The 
government of 
the United 


States receives with much satisfaction 
the reiterated statement that Russia 
•has no designs of territorial acquisi- 
tion In China, and that, equally with 
the other 
powers now operating In 


China, Russia has .sought the safety 
of her legation in Pekin, and to help 
the Chinese government to repress the 
existing troubles. 


"The same purposes have moved and 


will continue to control the govern- 
ment .of the United States, and 
the 


frank declarations of Russia in this re- 
gard are in accord with those made to 
the United States by the other powers. 


"-All the powers, therefore, having 


disclaimed any purpose to acquire any 
part of China, and now that adherence 
thereto has. been renewed since relief 
has reached Pekin, it ought not to be 
difficult by concurrent action. 


"So far as we are advised, the great- 


er part of China is at peace and earn- 
estly desires to protect the life 
and 


property of all foreigners, and in sev- 
eral of the provinces active and suc- 
cessful efforts to suppress the Boxers 
hav*1 been tn.kpn by the vir«rovs to 
whom we have extended encourag4 
merit through our consuls and naval 
officers. 


"The present good relations should 


be promoted for the peace of China."
